CRYSTAL FORMATION 
TALK TO JHEIHICALS 

Professor Lloyd Delivers Ad- 
dress on Curiosities in 
Crystallography 



Curiosities In Crystallogrdpl.y. «-as 
the subject of Professor Dloyd's Inter- 
estlng addreas tip the Chemical Society 
yesterday afternoon in the Chemistry 
Building. 

Professor Lloyd said I hat a. great 
deal of literature had been written 
on this Hllbjecl but îîo one knows much 
ahoul It. lie won; on to explain this 
statement by saying (hut no one can 
account for tho different phenomena 
which occur In the formation of crys- 
tals. Ho stated that when boor and 
Kpsoin sails n.ro mixed and poured 
on glass some very beautiful crystals 
ore formed. 

The extraordinary thing in line mat- 
ter is that these crystals cun also bo 
formed without tho beer, and conse- 
quently with a great saving of (ho 
beverage, Professor Lloyd siiiii that in 
tin- course of his experiments he had 
mixed sulphur and hnliinm and onro- 
fillly watched lint diffusion of tho 
.sulphur. The lecture he Wiih to du 
I lyor, he titilif, consisted mainly of 
showing slides of Hic formation of 
IIuiho crystals anil endeavouring In e.\- 
plain Ihn way tin- cryulula rorrn (rem 
lin- drops ni sulphur: 

The sillies werp then displayed and 
some very Interesting one:-. were 
noted. Professor Ijloyd began \<y 
showing a smear of sulphur mi sinsa 
and seeing the change Ihnl takes 
place in this in the course of three 
weeks lie showed !hc way tlir crys- 
tals grew in tho solid sulphur and 
mentioned thai tin- drops mi the 
glass will hoi crystallize imdei a 
certain size. This Is caused bj » 
surface 'lenslnn which may hj remov- 
ed by sllgiulj poking I In) drop null a 
needle .

Thbi was the theme 
of n very Interesting and Instructive 
lecture given hint nljlil In the Mae. 
dona Id Physics Itulldlnc, under the 
nusplces of the Archaeological t'oc:!- 
oty, by ProfosBor do Witt of Toronto. 

1-rofcsn.nr Murray introduced the 
speaker saying :l few words about 
I'rofessor Do Witt's work. Tho 
ftponjior then ga ve n. vory brief his 
tory of th>- romantic side of Home, 
pointing nut. during tho period when 
Home wan a place r<f pllirrimage, 
ureal, many churches now there were 
htillt; the chief of t.heHo, belnsr St. 
Peters. Rome then experienced a 
period of eclipse until the 19th cen- 
tury when, toilTlsts from other parts 
of Europe invaded Rome to see Its 
ca.thodru.ls and ruins. 

In Byron's Mme the ruins now bare 
and cold were covered with a luxuri- 
ous growth of ferns and climbing 
plants . Around the ba.sen these 
colossal pillars and arches. wh»re 
Emperors trod, goats grazed and dai- 
sie grew. The centre of the Forum 
was then a cow pasture. Near the 
ruins of tombs raised to the memory 
waved In tho warm Mediterranean 
breeze. In the inln'd of the speaker 
all this lent to the romantic side of the 
ruins and appealed to the irring! na- 
tions of Schley and Byron, inspiring 
them to weave nr. air of romance 
atoùt the ruina. While Professor 
Witt spoke «e»ii •« from an ancient 
handbook of Rome Were thrown on 
the screen. The=;c tinted etchings 
showed the city as it was in ilie 19th 
century unexcavated, unca.'e-I un', 
uupaved. the ruins covered in abund- 
ant foliage: as If nature sought to 
cover up tho havoc time had 
wrought. 

At the present time, Rome is a 
strictly modern city with electrhj 
light, and electric appliances. The 
ruins now are scraped hare of all 
vegetation. The excavations make 
great scars where once pastures were. 
Tho romance that Byron and Shelley 
wove around certain ruins are par- 
tially dispelled by modern tacts. But 
even now tourists' follow uncon- 
sciously In the footsteps of the poets. 
Visiting the ruins that they visited, 
neglecting thnsc thai they neglected:

Professor of Philosophy Takes 
Keen Interest in Student 
Meeting 

thé following letter was received 
:>>• the "Dally" frtm lVor. HleVs*on, 
who is well able to discuss the sub- 
ject of lils writing. 
To the Kditor of the tftttiH Dallyi 

in the ihteresling aisausétbïi which 
took place ;it tlte joint meeting of the 
Philosophical and Psyclmloglcal Soci- 
eties last Ttvursday, opinion seemed 
10 he practicaUy unanimous that Psy- 
chology Is now to bo regarded as one 
of the Xatiir.il Sciences, using as far 
:.s possible experimental methods 
which PhKyios and Chemistry employ. 
It was generally agreed that from the 
poir.i of view of method. Philosophy, 
comprising Theory of Knowledge, 
Logic ami Ethics with subsidiary dis- 
ciplines, does not stand in an ossen- 
i inlly different relation to Psychology 
from wh.it it docs to the other par- 
ticular Scieneos. Tt was the results 
of these Sciences In order to establish 
the general relations between them 
and examines the fundamental prin- 
ciples ot knowledge invested in alt of 
thorn. I'lc tiinlly, however, there is, 1 
think, n closer connection between 
Psychology and Philosophy than bet- 
wren any other of the special Sciences, 
even than with Physics, which first 
showed the correct method of Investi- 
gating Nature. Including Man, and 
v. inch has today became very Philo- 
sophical, ihdcea almost dangerously 
metaphysical. 

Tin- cU'Sl connection between Psy- 
chology antl Philosophy results not 
r-.-om the employment of Introspection 
ir. the former and not solely from their 
common interest in the concept (?) of 
Consciousness, but is tJtused by their 
investigating some of the same fun- 
damental problems, such as those of 
perception and the conditions of voli- 
tion. In regard to the former, the 
iiicts and theories of Psycho-physics 
lire indispensable ro a sound theory of 
Knowledge; in regard to the latter, 
those who are without knowledge of 
■physiological Psychology and are de- 
void of the principles of scientific 
method may easily "be misled by M . 
F.orssoti'af arguments for the freedom 
of the SiSnjar. will. 

A sound "Philosophy will not pursue 
:i different method from that of the 
exact sciences, since there is no way 
of knowledge open to these that isr.ot 
open to these Sciences. It is mainly 
distinguished from them by its great- 
er universality of methods and aim. 
Two of the greatest thinkers of ino- 
, .. n times, David Hume and Itmnar.uel 
Fiaiit saw this very clearly. It was 
idealist thinkers, mainly German. 
Whose influence on Hie whole has been 
eery baneful, who departed from this 
litandpoint, with great damage to Phi- 
losophy. It is Idealists today who are 
chiefly respo vslble for the actual se- 
paration between the branches of 
Philosophy and other departments 61 
Science: for. although they talk much 
of Philosophy having the synthetic 
tusk of establishing the general re- 
lations between the Sciences, yet meat 
i.r their attempts in this direction 
Mtrike one as vagué and Inadequate. 
And there is a widespread tendency 
. ,.,..!.;: them to depreciate the achieve; 
menu of Science, in the interests of 
:>n alleged higher knowledge. One of 
l.lie mpst distinguished of these, think- 
eis today. K. H. Bradley of Oxford, 
pursues method akin to that of the 
anciens Jlleatics. falling behind the al- 
iunde of Aristotle, who, groat as lie 
was. knew nôthing of the modern me- 
thod of testing hypothesis: and yet 
Aristotle required that a knowledge 
>/. physics should precede metaphysi- 
cal inquiry. 

Today, tin- teachers of Philosophy 
(or should we not say teachers of 
Philosophising':?) at the English speak- 
ing universities arc predominantly of 
the idealistic strain, which has come 
to represent "the ycçtcel tradition" Jn 
Anglo-American ThouKht.

This was a distinct im- 
provement as both these colleges had 
over i-oo students. makInc 1ne vhol „ 
administration extremely cumber- 
some. In the same year the old uni- 
versity chanced thr se al of rovern- 
ment to Pretoria and adopted the 
name of the Unlverfity of South 
Africa, still remaining a purely exam- 
ining body for the few remaining 
oollegcs and for. outside students. 

The,., existed in Johannesburg for 
> ; omc y e8rs . one Engineering School, 
the South African School of Mines 
and Te«honology; this institution 
wia.s really unconnected with the 
other schools and examined its own 
students. .One of the students of this 
school. Col. If. S. (Jan, )iUer bccatnR a 
MeGill man. In i 82 o. collet , 0 
was granted a- charter as a separate 
university, that 0 f the Wit watersrand, 
'lid is now meeting extensive build- 
ings in Minor Pork, one of the protti- 
tiest spots in Johannesburg. 

It is difficult for poor students to 
■'t.uiin degrees in South Africa, as the 
college year occupies more chan nine 
months, while both fees and lodging 
are most, expensive. In fact" it is 
practically necessary for very poor 
stU'ic-ntr. to win scholarships, which 
•ne generously given. However, in 
overy college there are hostela for 
both men and women, which covert; 
the cost <>f their education. An out- 
side student can si.111 p,-,|„ n |„ degree 
by going up |,o the Federal Fxamin- 
at.ion of the University of .South 
Africa at Pretoria, but Ibis is nel- 
dorn done. 

it is a common thing for men to 
take h. denrée in South Africa, then 
go to Kngland. for. before Hie War, to 
Germany) to continue Uioir educa- 
tion, f n South Africa McGill has a 
fine reputation, especially in mining 
circles. There are quite a number of 
men from Montreal on Die Hand, and 
on the college staffs McGill men are 
not (infrequent l'y found.

cated war. in so doing being forced to 
break away from Ills party. He him- 
self served as a private for two years 
until he was w ounded and had to re- 
turn to Milan, in 1!'1T a disaster oc- 
curred in Italy when many soldiers 
abandoned the trenches because of 
the influence of the International 
Peace Propaganda. At this time Mus- 
solini became the leader of the l-'asci 
of resistance. 

This organization later became the 
Faacisti Political' Party which was 
formed after -the War when a still 
more critical situation existed in Italy. 
The near eastern countries to which 
she had become accustomed to export 
were closed, employment was scarce, 
and the Communistic states bordering 
on Italy succeeded in introducing Re- 
volutionary Propaganda, particularly 
among the troops, and in creating so- 
cial unrest in Italy. .Strikes were fre- 
quent, the workmen causing great 
losses to the factory owners. 

Mussolini almost automatically be- 
came the leader of the new political 
party. Its labour policy was based 
on the idea of class cooperation and 
compromise, and it became so strong 
that it gradually took over the leader- 
ship of th.- country. The culmination 
of its -succès;, took place over » year 
ago when tin King asked .Mussolini 
to come to Rome and to become Prime 
Minister. A peaceful demonstration, 
known as the March on Rome, took 
place . 

In the short period ol his. power. 
Mussolini has already affected enor- 
mous reform! In every field, and is 
continually gaining more général con- 
fidence of the peo|il< . lie is vigilant 
yet buiauced m his .International Poli- 
cy, but his bu** work has been done 
in home affairs. The huge deficit in 
the budget lias been reduced by about 
two-third!, I.;, a severe system of ceo. 
noniy. Transportation has been re- 
organized and unemployment has been 
greatly reduced Mussolini lias also 
Instituted educational reforms. 

This year there have been enormous 
festivities i,i all Italy, in which all 
classes united. He appealed to people 
by presenting the human aide pf things 
!n his policy of Kcunomy, labour uud 
Disci pi inc. 

Princess Borghe.se concluded by .say- 
ing that the condition of fialy had 
an Interest extending beyond the na- 
tional limits when considered from the 
ethical point of view. The war had 
been a wholesome period of endeavour 
•for Italy, resulting in new free Indi- 
vidual effort 

Mrs. Vauglian. President of th.. 
Canadian Federation of University 
Women, thanked the speaker in a few 
well-chosen remark*, after the appre- 
ciation of the audience had been evl- 
.denccd by sustained applause. 



GIVES EVERYTHING TO 
REBUILD HER SCHOOL 



How ii .Inpiinese woman student nt 
nit American college hi crl flood a I most 
everything site owned In order to re- 
build her old school In .lupan, destroy- 
ed by the recent terrible earthquake, 
h told In the Michigan Dally, as fol- 
lows: 

"Now I lirivo nothing, but 1 inn hap- 
py," snld Fuinl Klitui, '11!', when In- 
terviewed recently after she hud given 
practically everything which she pos- 
sessed to help rebuild the school front 
which she graduated in .In pan, which 
was destroyed l»i earthquake, 

Miss Kills I and Hide Shohara, 'L'<°>, 
who are both Harbour scholars, gradu- 
ated from Miss Tsitda's Kiigllsh school 
for women In Japan before coming lb 
this country. Recently at the house 
where Mian ICin.il lives they conduct- 
ed an unique action sale, selling all 
of their choicest possessions, their 
trinket a, treasures and much of I heir 
clothing, In order that they might lie 
able to ilo their bit hi ro-bltlldlng the 
school which they cherish so highly. 

Miss Kinal tells the story of the. 
founding of (ho school and what It 
means to her. she inplros her hearers 
with the groat love and interest which 
she has for this Institution. 

"Miss Tsvtdii was one ol thr find 
group of Japanese girls to come lo this 
country to obtain an education. She 
eanio In IS71, and remained hero for 
11 years, studying nl Washington. f>. 
C. When she returned to Japan she 
was employed In the 1 Imperial family 
as Interpreter, and later returned to 
America for three years, during which 
time she studied at Bryn Mnwr Col- 
lege. 

"In tfno she started her school In 
Japan. It started with seven students 
in a small rented house without equip- 
ment, financial or otherwise. It wan 
the only private school lor women in 
Japan, and it. was founded for the pur- 
pose of giving to Japanese women 
higher education under the Influence 
of a Christian home. The school Is. 
not a mission, but nevertheless, !)f\ 
per cent of the women who enter It as 
non-Christians, come out as Christians, 
due to the great personality and influ- 
ence, of the teacher. 

"Miss Hartshorn, an American, who 
since 100.", has been Miss Tsuda.'s as- 
sistant, is now on her way to America, 
where she will start a campaign 
among tho alumnae of the school in 
the hopes of being able to rebuild it." 

As she stopped speaking, Miss KlnaJ 
looked away as though the saw visions 
of the new school in which she may 
some day teach her countrywomen 
the Ideals which she herself developed 
there. -'■■<

Details of Construction and 
Repair Clearly Described

Although tho day was not. tho kind 
that makes for largo nttentlnncn at 
meetings tho number which turned 
nut to hear tho paper was good es- 
pecially among tho Fourth Year men 
who bud been on Ibu trip Tuesday. 
McCrhcltci! "-'-I occupied tho chillr, 
und dispensing with all other busl- 
nes», called ill once upon Uenjamln 
for Ills paper. 

Tho paper was based on experience 
which the .wrjler. had gained in the 
Yoiivilln plant ol . tljo TrsmwH.ys du- 
ring about two yciirfl which he work- 
ed there and the title was "Tho Mod- 
cm StrqeL-cnr and Its Maintenance." 

Tho details of the modern street-car 
were first, outlined and each part, was 
described In brief all the descriptions 
being made very clear by photo- 
graphs miide around the plant .ind 
which were thrown on the screen du- 
ring the reading . of the .paper. Es- 
pecially Interesting, were the. détails 
of the new "remote control system 
in which the. "controller" which îas 
always occupied a large space In the 
front, of the car has been placed out 
of tho way under the body of .■'.ie 
car and In its place Is tho motor- 
man's "master controller". 

"When the inotorman moves the 
aoutro! handle.... it does not. directly 
•tart the motor but closes a low- vol- 
uigc circuit and this in turn opens 
the valves of a compressed air me- 
chanism which operates the "control- 
ler" proper. There are involved In 
this a number- of most Interesting and 
complicated relays and the wholo sys- 
tem iB so arranged that the motor- 
man may as easily control two or 
three cars as ono. 

Perhaps the mont interesting part 
of the paper was tho soction on 
'rn.alntpnn.nco" in which all tho pro- 
cesses involved In keeping the ears 
up to the hard usage Hint they me 
subjected to. wan described. A very 
Interesting set. of plclures.of the You- 
vlllo shops was shown ami they 
Illustrated all the processes which the 
cars arc put through. 

The purpose of the shop Is not. to 
build OBTB In quantities but to repair 
and overhaul those In sorvlco livery 
BO.flOO miles, that is about every IS 
months, each ear on the system 
ornes Into tho shop Is complete- 
ly torn down.- Hvory part is given 
attention, Hie bearings arc. rellned, 
the commutators ground and every 
part received u thorough ovorll''«H»S 
till, nfler the body has received a 
new coal of paint, the car tu not. only 
In as good condition than new, but 
even he.Uur.

On arriving nl the station l he- par- 
ty was conducted over the v'arloiis 
rooms by Mr. .Fonwlck, radio .opera- 
tor of ihe Mnilnn. who explained the 
vnrloun sets In the oporatlng room 
n nd answered nil questions : ports thing 
to the subject. 

The' main broadcasting set. consists 
or the standard Northern ISInrtrle. Sen 
watt, outfit and Is composed of throe 



ttnile— the high froquency, tho speéeh 
amplifier, and tHo low frequency 
power panel. A 1,500 volt, direct 
current generator supplies current at 
1.26 amperes to (he four. 1-i K.W.' 
typo ÏI2-A tubes. Two of these are 
used us modulators and two as os- 
cillators, and n 50 watt, typo 311 -A 
tube Is used as ». power amplifier. 

In the operating room, which Is also 
used as a rerienreh and Resting labo- 
ratory, various type's 'of receiving 
equipment, tube testing apparatus, 
and publie address systems were in 
evidence. The two seven-tube super- 
heterodyne receptors, which are also 
located In this room, attracted much 
attention. 

The brondcustlnc station adjoins the 
operating room and is heavily draped 
In brown voleur to make it sound- 
proof. Tt. contains tho usual grand 
piano, gramophone, signalling devices, 
and the famous Northern Elrte.tric
